'Twas only through the Iniquity of ſome Times, 
aS in our long Rebellion, this Uſe was Sacrilegi- 
oully diſcontinued, to the Infamy of the Nation, 
the Diſhonour of God , and the Detriment of his 
Church in theſe Kingdoms. And no wonder, that 
{uch an unheard of way of Reformation, by melting 
of Organ Pipes into Bullets, and pulling down of 
Churches, ſhould be by ſuch Pretenders to Religion, 
who not only diſcountenanced all Decency in Di- 
vine Worſhip 3 but deſtroyed that Worſhip it ſelf, 
ſo far as it was promoted by the Publick Exerciſe of 
our incomparable Liturgy , the Gloria Patri, the 
Lord's Prayer, the Creed and the Decalogue ; all 
which remarkably ſuffered-an Eclipſe together. . 

And it's but fitting now ,-; That ſince the memory 
of the Profaneneſs, Irreligion and Sacriledge of 
thoſe Days is ſo offenſive , and has been fo long 
a Scandal to us, we ſhould endeavour to blot out a 
part of the remaining Odinm , by Reſtoring this 
ancient Uſe in our Churches, which we have ſo much 
Reaſon, Religion, and Authority for:
